JAW BREAK FINE 

County FA promises review after shocking attack at youth game 



Surrey FA is to see what else can 
be done to prevent violence at 
games after a man was ordered to 
pay £11,100 compensation for 
breaking a manager’s jaw at an 
under-17 match. 

Adam Holgate, 44, from Tad- 
worth, punched the manager of 
Horley Town during the match 
against his son’s team, Epsom and 
Ewell Colts, in January 2013. 

The blow was so hard that it 
broke Antonio Musto’s jaw in two 
places and he had to have a metal 
plate fitted after losing three teeth. 

He was off work for five weeks 
and so distressed by the attack 


that he has given up his role 
managing young footballers. 

On Monday, Guildford Crown 
Court handed down a 14-month 
jail term, suspended for two years, 
on Holgate and ordered him to do 
100 hours of unpaid work. 

Judge Neil Stewart told the 
stocky defendant, who was con¬ 
victed of two assaults as a young 
man, that: “Bad behaviour by sup¬ 
porters, particularly by people like 
fathers of players, sets the tone 
and infects the youngsters, even 
more so if there is violence.” 

Caroline McRoyall, chief execu¬ 
tive officer of Surrey FA, said 
afterwards: “It’s shocking. 

“Now the sentence has been 
heard, we will look into the details 
and see if there is anything 
else that needs to be done as a 


county football association.” 

On the day of the match in 
Horley, Holgate began arguing 
with teenage linesman Roberto 
Musto. 

Judge Stuart said: “There was a 
minor incident involving a lines¬ 
man trying to get a ball. 

“That led to you taking it upon 
yourself to confront the linesman 
who happened to be the son of the 
manager of Horley Town.” 

Antonio Musto then went over 
and “remonstrated” with Holgate 
telling him to leave his son alone. 

The judge added: “It must have 
been particularly upsetting for the 
young Mr Musto to see his father 
attacked in this way.” 

At the start of his trial in Decem¬ 
ber, Holgate, of Waterfield Green, 
pleaded guilty to GBH on the basis 


that the blow amounted to “excess 
self-defence”. 

Defence lawyer Kieran Galvin 
said he runs his own motor me¬ 
chanics business and “misses 
watching his son play, but he ac¬ 
cepts that is part and parcel of his 
behaviour.” 

Mark Sale, chairman of Horley 
Town FC, described the attack as 
“outrageous”. 

He said: “We were all shocked for 
that sort of thing to happen on a 
junior football pitch. 

“Tony loved his football and real¬ 
ly enjoyed doing the team and had 
done it a long time.” 

He said the compensation would 
not make up for the pain he suf¬ 
fered let alone the loss of his role 
with the team.

Police funding referendum dropped

The Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner (PCC) for Surrey 
has been forced to abandon 
the idea of a referendum to 
fill a yawning police funding 
gap, but now wants a 1.99 per 
cent rise. 

Kevin Hurley, pictured 
right, had been pushing for 
the country-wide referen¬ 
dum, which would have cost 
about £lm, on his proposal to 
add £1 a week council tax 


increase on a band D home to 
offset the impact of Govern¬ 
ment funding cuts. 

But YouGov polls last year 
showed there was little sup¬ 
port for the move that would 
have seen the money for 
Surrey Police from local 
taxpayers increase by I 
24 per cent. 

Even after he issued 
dire warnings last Tl 
month that the funding 
cuts would put the public 
at risk, less than one- 
third of those 
taking part 
in the 




survey backed the increase. 

Announcing the decision to 
scrap the referendum last 
week, Mr Hurley said: “Hav¬ 
ing surveyed and spoken to 
thousands of people 
over the last few 
months, it is clear 
that, while there is 
5^ a consistent level of 
' support from about 
s one-third of people 
. t for paying a signifi- 
J cantly bigger amo- 
/ unt towards policing 
r in their council tax, 
the majority view 
remains against 


that decision and instead in 
favour of the smaller in¬ 
crease of 1.99 per cent. 

“That has made my final 
decision on our budget pro¬ 
posals very simple. 

“A referendum would cost 
over £lm to hold and I would 
not put that money on the 
line if I was not certain a ma¬ 
jority of people would sup¬ 
port the proposed increase.” 

He pledged to continue lob¬ 
bying MPs and the Govern¬ 
ment for more money to 
police Surrey and said: “The 
job of policing has never 
been more complex than it is 


today, tactically, technologi¬ 
cally and culturally. I’m try¬ 
ing to do my bit to get the 
first class police service that 
people tell me they want.” 

Mr Hurley added that the 
fact that many people sup¬ 
ported the idea of a referen¬ 
dum, even if they did not 
back the proposed increase, 
“tells me that there are some 
really exciting opportunities 
to be had for invigorating our 
local democracy”. 

He now plans to contact 
the Government to see how 
the law can be changed to 
make referendums easier 


and cheaper. 

The latest announcement 
came at the same time as 
complaints statistics against 
Surrey Police were released 
by the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

Those figures, released on 
February 2, showed a 4 per 
cent rise in complaints in 
2013-14, with a total of 693, 
well below the average 15 per 
cent increase in England 
and Wales. Some of the in¬ 
crease is believed to be 
caused by a broadening of 
the definition of what consti¬ 
tutes a complaint.

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Masked robbers 
steal Mercedes

Masked robbers attacked a 
man, stole his keys, and 
drove off in his £50,000 Mer¬ 
cedes last week. 

The men went up to the vic¬ 
tim, in his 20s, as he attended 
to his grey car in Gatley Av¬ 
enue in West Ewell at about 
11pm on January 27. 

The robbers, who were all 
black, demanded his keys, 
attacked him and took his 
Mercedes.

Detective Constable Mich¬

stages of the investigation 
into this incident, we believe 
this could be a targeted 
offence and I would urge any¬ 
one who saw anything suspi¬ 
cious in the area around the 
time of the theft to contact of¬ 
ficers with information. 

“It is very possible that the 
stolen vehicle is now travel¬ 
ling or parked using false 
number plates. 

“I would, therefore, appeal 
to anyone who has seen a car 
matching this description 
parked up in suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances to report this to 
police.”

Paedophile’s 
sentence cut 

A dangerous paedophile with a strangu¬ 
lation fetish has had his jail sentence re¬ 
duced by three years. 

Last year Robert Sinclair, pictured 
below, 65, of Pine Hill, Epsom, was jailed 
for 12 years, after grooming teenagers 
into sexual activity online. 

But last Tuesday the Court of Appeal 
decided the sentence was too long and re¬ 
duced it to nine years. 

In June, 2014, Guildford Crown Court 
sentenced Sinclair after he pleaded 
guilty to 33 offences described as “abhor¬ 
rent” and “horrific” by the police. 

As well as sexually assaulting a nine- 
year-old girl, he created multiple online 
identities and tricked youngsters into 
filming themselves on webcams naked or 
engaging in sex acts - including stran¬ 
gling themselves. 

The crown court heard that through a 
website he offered to swap “gagging and 
asphyxia” pictures of one victim, a 13- 
year-old girl, for similar original images. 

The crown court also heard he stroked 
a nine-year-old girl under her chin in an 
alleyway in Epsom and took photographs 
to feed his fetish for children’s necks in 
January 2012. 

Other offences that he was sen¬ 
tenced for at the crown 
court included attempting 
to pervert the course of 
k justice, blackmail, send- 
! ing obscene communi¬ 
cations and unauthori- 
1 sed use of a computer. 
The appeal was heard 
by Lord Justice Bean, 

' Mr Justice Irwin and 
the Recorder of Carlisle, 
Judge Paul Batty.

A young mum was distraught 
after her single room flooded, 
her belongings were ruined 
and she now fears she could 
be shipped out to Crawley. 

Terriann Adams, 22, who 
has a six-month-old baby, 
said the radiator fell off the 
wall of her temporary accom¬ 
modation in Berridale, Col¬ 
lege Road, Epsom, last 
Tuesday. 

Ms Adams said she is now 
paying Rosebery Housing As¬ 
sociation an extra £53 a 
month, which she cannot af¬ 
ford, for another room in the 
same building. 

She said an officer from 
Rosebery told her if she did 
not pay the extra money for 
the flat then she would be re¬ 
ferred back to the council 
and transferred to Crawley - 
far away from friends, family 
and her sick mother who 
needs care following a stroke. 

She said: “I’m destroyed. 
It’s the only furniture I’ve got 
and it’s ruined. Everything is 
ruined. The fact they are try¬ 
ing to send me to Crawley, I 
can’t do it.” 


But a Rosebery spokesman 
said he has no idea where the 
reference to Crawley came 
from and Ms Adams declined 


the offer of a first floor bedsit 
in the same house at no extra 
cost. 

Ms Adams said this was 


because she cannot climb 
stairs because of her bad 
legs, but the spokesman said 
they were not aware of “any 
medical evidence” to support 
her request for ground floor 
accommodation. 

He said: “She asked to be 
temporarily rehoused in a 
self-contained one-bedroom 
flat in the same building, 
which is currently vacant. 
This bigger flat involved a 
higher rent. 

“She agreed voluntarily to 
be responsible for any extra 
rent involved. This was her 
decision.” 

The single mum said she 
first warned the housing as¬ 
sociation that her radiator 
had become loose back in 
September. 

Ms Adams said she is on the 
council’s housing waiting list 
and moved to the room in 
Epsom in July after about 
five months in temporary ac¬ 
commodation in Horley. 

She said she has been sleep¬ 
ing on a mattress on the floor 
with her baby because she 
cannot fit a bed and a cot in 
the small room. 

A Rosebery spokesman said 
she was advised to find out if 
she is eligible for housing 
benefit for the larger flat.

Teen imprisoned 
after taking knife

A man who picked up a knife 
used to stab a teenager has been 
imprisoned for eight months for 
perverting the course of justice. 

Rivan Kader, 19, was sentenced 
at Guildford Crown Court on Fri¬ 
day after pleading guilty to the 
offence, which occurred after a 
gang fight in Ewell. 

The hearing was part of a com¬ 
plex case, involving 22 other 
men, which relates to an incident 
on the Watersedge estate in 
November 2013. 

Kader, from Chessington, was 
sentenced to 32 weeks at a young 
offender institution, but this sen¬ 
tence was reduced by 20 days be¬ 
cause he has been on a curfew. 

The court heard that two 
groups allegedly armed them¬ 
selves with batons, bars, knives, 


golf clubs, poles and other 
weapons and met to fight just 
after 7pm on November 11. 

One teenager was stabbed in 
the chest during the brawl, al¬ 
legedly between factions from 
Watersedge and Chessington. 

There was no evidence that 
Kader took part in this fight, but 
he later went to collect an aban¬ 
doned knife and passed it on. 

During sentencing, Judge 
Critchlow told him: “When 
somebody asked you to retrieve 
the knife used in the stabbing, 
you did so. 

“This was after you had been 
stopped by the police and ques¬ 
tioned. Whether it was to gain 
street cred or to gain recognition 
within the group, that is what 
you chose to do.” 

He described stabbing some¬ 
body as a “most serious matter” 
and pointed out that the knife in 
question has never been found. 

He said: “Removing a key piece 


of evidence, which that knife 
was, is a serious matter.” 

Prosecutor Deepak Kapur said 
it appeared that the incident had 
been sparked by an altercation at 
Nescot college in Ewell involving 
a girl and several male youths. 

Since his arrest, police inter¬ 
views and pleading guilty to the 
crime, Mr Kader is said to have 
been frightened. 

The judge said he had never 
been in trouble before, and said: 
“You said to a probation officer 
that you would be safer in 
custody.” 

A probation officer told the 
court: “He’s taken responsibility 
for what he did. 

“He’s a young man who is abso¬ 
lutely petrified.” 

Defence lawyer David Forsyth 
said his client, aged 17 at the time 
of his crime, might have wanted 
to gain “kudos” but his actions 
were not premeditated or 
thought through.

Fake cop fraudster 
cons elderly people

A bogus policeman calling him¬ 
self “DCI” Andrew Parker has 
been calling vulnerable and elder¬ 
ly people to persuade them to tell 
him their bank security codes. 

Last Monday the con man, pre¬ 
tending to be a police officer, took 
£490 from an 87-year-old Epsom 
woman’s account after convinc¬ 
ing her to hand over her Pin num¬ 
ber and bankcard to a taxi driver. 

The money was taken out of her 
account the same day. Police said 
a further 11 attempted offences 
were reported in Epsom, Tad- 
worth, Banstead and elsewhere. 

On Thursday, Neighbourhood 
Inspector Jackie Elkins, who cov¬ 
ers Epsom and Ewell, warned the 


public that there had been two at¬ 
tempted frauds as well as the 
fraud on Monday. 

Insp Elkins posted on the team’s 
Facebook page: “On all three oc¬ 
casions the victims received a 
telephone call on their home land¬ 
lines from a male stating he was 
from the Metropolitan Police. 

“On two occasions he stated his 
name was DCI Andrew Parker. 

“He comes across polite and 
friendly advising the victims that 
their bank cards have been fraud¬ 
ulently used in Harrods or House 
of Fraser in London for large 
sums of money. 

“The male then either tries to 
ascertain Pin details or arranges 
for a courier to collect their cards. 

“I can confirm that no police of¬ 
ficer will call a victim of crime 
and request for their bank details. 
If you have elderly relatives or 


friends please make them aware.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Antony Archibald, who is leading 
the operation to catch the bogus 
policeman, said: “These offenders 
are extremely convincing, but the 
bottom line is a police officer or 
bank clerk would never ask you 
for your account security infor¬ 
mation or to withdraw cash for 
them and this is a message we 
need everyone in East Surrey to 
hear. 

“We all have a part to play in 
preventing these offences and I 
would ask everyone who has con¬ 
tact with those who may fall vic¬ 
tim to fraudsters to take every 
opportunity they can to assist. 

“The offenders commit these 
crimes for nothing more than 
pure greed and they must be 
stopped taking money people 
have worked hard to save.”

Potholes have cost Surrey 
County Council £250,289 in 
the past financial year - the 
highest number of claims of 
any English county. 

Out of almost 50,000 
drivers who made claims for 
damage to their vehicles to 
councils across Great 
Britain, Surrey topped the 
list with 3,912. 

The 200 local highways 
authorities in England, Scot¬ 
land and Wales that respond¬ 
ed to the Freedom of 
Information requests by the 
RAC Foundation dealt with 


48,668 compensation claims 
in the 2013-14 financial year. 

Director Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC Founda¬ 
tion, said: “These figures are 
likely to be the tip of the 
iceberg. 

“The fundamental problem 
lies not at the doors of our 
town halls, but with central 
Government. 

“Despite occasional one-off 
grants related to periods of 
harsh weather, they are 
simply not giving councils 
enough money to keep their 
road networks up to scratch. 

“In England, local authori¬ 
ties themselves estimate the 
maintenance backlog to be 
about £12bn, yet over the 
past five years spending on 


roads in real terms has 
dropped 22 per cent across 
England and Wales.” 

Compared with the last 
financial year, the costs of 
claims decreased by £218,185 
in Surrey but the number of 
claims increased by 457. 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said: “Our £100m 
Operation Horizon pro¬ 
gramme is rebuilding hun¬ 
dreds of miles of roads most 
in need of improvement over 
the next five years. 

“Our main aim is to im¬ 
prove Surrey’s roads as 
much as possible, but this 
will be made harder after 
learning our funding for this 
is going to fall year-on-year 
after 2015.”

Surrey Arrhythmia Sup¬ 
port Group (Surrey ASG) or¬ 
ganised the screening to raise 
awareness about heart condi¬ 
tions, including arrhythmia, 
and encourage people to look 
after their health. 


Jane Race, chairman and 
founder of Surrey ASG, said: 
“The event was a huge suc¬ 
cess and identified several 
heart conditions in patients.

Cruickshank, from Epsom 
and St Helier Hospital, for 
screening over 100 people.”

Takeaway fined over 
bad kitchen hygiene

The Fortune House takeaway has 
been fined for poor hygiene in its 
kitchen and violating health and 
safety regulations. 

The Chinese takeaway in 
Chessington Road, Ewell, was 
fined £1,200 and ordered to pay 
£400 towards the legal costs in¬ 
curred by Epsom Council who 
brought the prosecution. 

During an inspection, environ¬ 
mental health officers found raw 
chicken defrosting at the sink 
next to a bag of cooked rice, 
while raw meat and ready to eat 
foods were being prepared on the 
same work surface. 

The cross-contamination, 
which might have caused food 
poisoning, came after the owner 
Simon Tsang had previous given 
assurances that hygiene would 
be improved. 

He pleaded guilty to three food 
safety offences at South East 
Surrey Magistrates’ Court last 
month. 

He admitted to not having a 
food safety management system 
in place, not taking steps to pre¬ 
vent cross-contamination and 
not supervising or training staff 
in food hygiene.

Councillor Jean Steer, chair¬ 
man of the social committee, 
said: “The level of the fine 
demonstrates the serious nature 
of the breaches and emphasises 
to all businesses the need for an 
effective food safety manage¬ 
ment system that needs to be 
properly communicated, under¬ 
stood and implemented by food 
handlers at all levels. 

“In premises such as the 
Fortune House, safe and 
hygienic handling and storage of 
raw meats and other foods is 
essential in preventing against 
the risk of food poisoning, 
especially that of E coli 0157

cross contamination. 

“The council’s environmental 
health officers aim to work with 
businesses to maintain and im¬ 
prove standards and offer advice 
to help them improve food safety 
and to comply with regulations. 

“However, when a business ig¬ 
nores the advice given to them 
and puts consumers at risk 
through its failure to meet ac¬ 
cepted hygiene standards, the 
council will not hesitate to step 
in to protect the public.” 

The Fortune House is rated “0 - 
urgent improvement necessary” 
on the Food Standards Agency’s 
food hygiene scheme.

Justice system under threat 


It is baffling to understand why 
our local MP, Chris Grayling, has 
decided to launch a full scale at¬ 
tack on one of our most funda¬ 
mental democratic tools - 
judicial review. With the crisis 
going on in prisons, legal aid re¬ 
form failing and the probation 
service on its knees, you would 
think Mr Grayling, the Justice 
Secretary, would have more 
pressing concerns. 

Only when we realise that, in 
the last year alone, Mr Grayling 
has lost six of these cases, can we 


start to understand why he has 
taken such a personal dislike to 
judicial review. Judicial review is 
a simple mechanism that recog¬ 
nises that all of us, even senior 
politicians like Mr Grayling, are 
subject to the law of the land. 

In losing these cases, it means 
that the High Court found that 
six of Mr Grayling’s key deci¬ 
sions were illegal. 

I am sure that everyone would 
agree that it is much easier to act 
illegally if there is nothing hold¬ 
ing you to account. Perhaps that 


is what Mr Grayling had in mind 
when he proposed a new law to 
curb the use of judicial review. 

Thankfully for all of us though, 
even Mr Grayling’s former col¬ 
leagues on the Conservative 
benches expressed their concern 
and reminded Mr Grayling of the 
importance of accountability. 

Deben, a former Tory cabinet 
minister, said: “It is unacceptable 
if we have a system whereby if 
the Government has acted ille¬ 
gally it can’t be brought to ac¬ 
count in the courts”. 


Without a method to keep our 
local MP in check, who knows 
what decisions and policies we 
would be subjected to. Judicial 
review is a time-tested method to 
do that testing. Therefore, as 
much as he might not like it, Mr 
Grayling must submit himself to 
judicial review. Only then can 
the public be confident that he is 
abiding by the law of the land 
like the rest of us.

A 20-year-old man with a history 
of mental health problems took 
his own life while his mind was 
disturbed, a coroner has ruled. 

Dario Olivo, a former Hinchley 
Wood School student who was 
studying art and design at the 
University for the Creative Arts 
in Epsom, died after falling from 
Eden Walk car park in Kingston 
town centre on October 21 last 
year. 

At his inquest last week, Mr 
Olivo’s mother Rosquetu Delga¬ 
do, from Esher, said: “He planned 
to kill himself one day. 

“I just thought he would’ve 
been protected a bit more. 

“I told him not to leave his little 
sisters, his three little sisters, 


and he said he wouldn’t.” 

Dr Gemma Kong, from Dorking 
Medical Practice, said Mr Olivo, 
of Nower Road, Dorking, had 
schizophrenia and borderline 
personality disorder diagnosed, 
and had been sectioned in May 
2014. 

He also had a history of drug 
use, and had taken a number of 
overdoses from 2011 to 2014. 

The most recent had been a 
heroin overdose on October 12, 
when he was admitted to East 
Surrey Hospital and told doctors 
he had planned to kill himself. 

But a doctor from Epsom Hos¬ 
pital home treatment team, who 
visited Mr Olivo on the morning 
he died, said although he spoke 
of voices in his head and seemed 
irritable, she had no reason to 
suspect he was an immediate 
risk because he seemed calm and 


was accepting of the care plan 
she suggested. 

Mr Olivo jumped from Eden 
Walk car park in Kingston town 
centre. 

Coroner Jeremy Chipperfield 
made reference to Mr Olivo’s his¬ 
tory of mental health problems 
and previous acts of self harm 
before concluding at West Lon¬ 
don Coroner’s Court: “Mr Olivo 
took his own life whilst the bal¬ 
ance of his mind was disturbed.” 

Mr Olivo was the second person 
to die after falling from Eden 
Walk car park in as many days. 

Adam Kotynski, 35, from Flo¬ 
rence Road in Walton, died the 
day before Mr Olivo, on October 
20.

Figures show how Buy to Let

New statistics show how Help to 
Buy is opening up home ownership 
to thousands and supporting the 
government's long term plan to 
help hardworking people secure a 
better future for their families.

Last year, Dykes em¬ 
barked on a quest to become 
the first man to trek across 
Mongolia solo. 

It was a trip of 1,500 miles 
and 78 days that pitted the 
24-year-old Welshman 
against nature, as well as 
his own body and mind. 

Today he has finished 
writing a book about the 
journey and is getting ready 
to travel the UK to talk 
about his adventures. 

It was such an incredible 
feat that people in Mongolia 
gave him the name Lonely 
Snow Leopard. 

He says: “They were sur¬ 
prised I’m alive, and wasn’t 
eaten by the wolves. They 


now call me that because 
snow leopards are the only 
ones afforded such respect 
from wolves.” 

It is little wonder they are 
amazed. Even Dykes wasn’t 
aware of the enormity of 
the task until late on in the 
planning stages. 

He says: “The only other 
person who I could find evi¬ 
dence that had attempted it 
was a solder and explorer 
who didn’t make it. Of 
course it scared me as I’m 
neither, but it was such a 
big motivation. This had be¬ 
come much bigger than I 
ever dreamed.” 

Dykes had survived a few 
days in the Australian Out¬ 
back before, but that in no 
way prepared him for the 
solitude he was to face, 


when he 
'would go days 
without seeing a single 

soul. 

He says: “How many 
places in the world are you 
afforded such freedom and 
complete solitude? I enjoyed 
it, it was such an incredibly 
unique experience. 

“It only dawned on me 
how alone I was, when I was 
suffering from heat stroke 
and dehydration days away 
from a water source. But at 
that point it’s do or die, so 
you keep going.” 

He kept going and is en¬ 
joying the perks of his per¬ 
severance, encouraging 
people to go out and see the 
world. 

He adds: “People will be 
negative, they’ll say it can’t 
be done. I was told so at the 
start, but you never know 
how far you might go if you 
don’t push yourself.”

WHAT'S NEW?: Given that the 
ForTwo is Smart's 'really small' car, 
you'd be forgiven for thinking the 
ForFour was practically a family 
wagon. But no, it's only the same 
size as a Skoda Citigo - albeit a 
very different sort of attack on the 
city car sector. You get four doors, 
four seats and a tiny boot that can 
be cleverly expanded in several 
different ways. 

A rear-mounted engine takes a 
lot of potential boot space away, 
so as standard it's smaller than a 
Citigo or Hyundai ilO, but it has 


more flexible seating to create 
surprising space if you want it. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: Even if you 
choose the basic model and the 
least colourful interior, the Smart 
is still a bit 'look at me!'. You just 
choose how bright and funky you 
want it, and thanks to multiple 
options for the fabric-covered 
dashboard and trim inserts, 
you're never going to be short of 
something to brighten your day. 

It's a unique thing to look at, 
with a front end by Barn Door 
Styling Ltd and a two-tone paint 


job that traces the special safety 
cell making both Smart cars so 
strong in crash situations. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: While 
the boot is pretty miniature to 
start with, the two rear seats fold 
flat in an instant to give a flat and 
broad load bay. The front passen¬ 
ger seat folds too, to allow long, 
thin objects of up to 2.2 metres. 
Brilliant for plumbers carrying 
copper piping, one assumes. Or ac¬ 
tive types with surfboards or skis. 

The rear seat cushions even flip 
and collapse to a lower position, 


turning the rear passenger area 
into a 'boot' big enough to take a 
50-inch TV. Rear doors that open 
to a 85 degrees help with loading. 

There are a couple of handy 
storage compartments squeezed 
into the cabin, but the glove box is 
all-but-useless and the cupholders 
ahead of the gear stick allow 
drinks bottles to flop around. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: The big 
selling point is a super-tight 
turning circle. It's nowhere near as 
hilarious as the ForTwo's black 
cab-beating efforts, but it's 


class-leading anyway. Parallel 
parking becomes a mere trifle in 
the daily grind of commuting. 

VALUE FOR MONEY: This is a 
pricey car. Top-spec sat-nav- 
equipped rivals are a couple of 
thousand pounds cheaper than an 
equivalent ForFour, which, fair 
enough, is better equipped than 
you expect thanks to climate con¬ 
trol, cruise control, alloy wheels 
and a leather steering wheel. Not 
forgetting a handy claw to hold 
your phone, which functions as a 
media interface via Smart's app.
